In its sixth week of operation, the Early 
Childhood Center at Perry Lane is successfully 
meeting the needs of the children even though 
construction of the facility remains incomplete, 
according to staff members there.

With one classroom and some of the bathroom 
facilities yet to be completed, the students and 
the staff have settled into their new home.

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Melconian Strongly Supports Overhaul 
Of State’s Welfare System 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced her support for legislation which 
would overhaul the welfare system in Massachu- 
setts. The plan was crafted by a subcommittee on 
welfare reform, chaired by Senator Therese Mur- 
ray (D-Plymouth). 

Melconian stated, “Il am pleased that both 
Senator Murray and Governor Weld have recogniz- 
ed the need to ‘end welfare as we know it,’ to pro- 
vide a program of temporary, transitional 
assistance for families fallen on hard times to get 
back onto a sound financial footing. For the last 
four years, | have filed legislation in the spirit of 
that reform, and | hope that the legislature will 
once and for all implement the provisions that 
seek to accomplish those goals.” 

The centerpiece of the Subcommittee’s plan ad- 
dresses an innovative concept called ‘“‘wage con- 
version” currently being reviewed at the federal 
level by the Clinton Administration. Under the 
plan, Massachusetts would apply for a federal 
waiver to redirect AFDC cash grants and food 
stamp monies to private companies that hire 
welfare recipients in entry-level positions. 

In return for these 100-percent subsidies of the 
recipients’ wages, the companies would be ex- 
pected to train and help place them in permanent, 
better-paying jobs. Melconian applauded the ef- 
fort as “‘a step in the right direction toward ending 
the revolving door of welfare dependency.” 

She emphasized the need for worker retraining, 
to establish a pattern of skill and experience, and

thus, self-sufficiency. At the same time, Melco- 
nian contends, the transition needs to be made as 
smoothly as possible and should retain day-care 
vouchers and health coverage for participants. 

Other elements of the plan mirror the objectives 
put forth by Meiconian over the past four years. 
These provisions include renaming the agency 
from the ‘‘Department of Public Welfare” to the 
“Department of Transitional Assistance,” a title 
which Melconian strongly believes is more in line 
with what the agency should be: a short transi- 
tion, not permanent dependency.

loss of benefits); a provision that teenaged 
parents receive benefits only if they reside with 
their parent or legal guardian; and a required 
photo ID for all recipients, are ali part of the Mur- 
ray plan. 

Melconian concluded, “We in Massachusetts 
are coming to a consensus that the time is long 
overdue to restructure a seriously flawed and 
costly system. Eastern Massachusetts is finally 
waking up to what we in Western Massachusetts 
have recognized for a long time—that assistance 
needs to be a transitional safety net, not a way of 
life. 

“We are on the brink of real reform, and we 
must not lose the fervor to change the way we 
think about welfare.”

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Rep. Neal Sees Change For Peace In N. Ireland 


“During the last 36 months, the world has 
witnessed extraordinary change at a breathtaking 
pace,” said Congressman Richard E. Neal 
(D:Springfield) in a statement recently released. 

“The dismantling of the Berlin Wall, the demise 
of the Soviet Union, majority rule in South Africa, 
and most recently, the historic talks between 
israel and the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
Yet, despite these dramatic developments, there 
remained one place untouched by the season of 
democracy and peace ... Northern Ireland. 

“To many, the prospect of settling the longest 
Standing political dispute in the western world 
seemed distant and remote,” said Neal. 

“There is now, perhaps, a chance to end the 
bloody sectarian strife that has killed more than 
3,000 men, women, and children during the past 
25 years. An effective framework for dialogue bet- 
ween Britain and Ireland may now exist. 

“On both islands, there is currently a palpable 
desire to end the conflict. And those concerned 
about the fate of Northern Ireland, both here in the 
United States and elsewhere, are hopeful that the 
possibility of a peaceful settlement may now be 
emerging. 

“All concerned parties are eagerly awaiting the 
outcome of the summit which began this week in 
Dublin between the Irish Prime Minister Albert 
Reynolds, and his British colleague John Major. 
These two men are faced with an historic oppor- 
tunity similar to the one presented to Yitzhak 
Rabin and Yassir Arafat in Washington last 
September. 

“Let us hope that they recognize the 
significance of their meeting, that they reject the 
voices of extremism on all sides, and work 
towards the creation of a peace initiative that will 
result in a unified Ireland. 

“History reminds us that partition simply does 
not work, whether it is in Vietnam, Korea, or Ger- 
many. The legitimate geographic aspirations of a 


people cannot be denied. The British have to ac- 
cept the fact that they cannot defeat the Irish 
Republican Army, and the IRA has to accept the 
fact that they cannot defeat the 17,000 British 
troops who now occupy Northern Ireland. This 
Stalemate, is simply no longer acceptable,” said 
Neal, “and must be expeditiously resolved. 

“In a speech last month, the Taoiseach Albert 
Reynolds asked a fundamental questions: ‘Who is 
going to stand in the way of peace? Who is afraid 
of it?’ Who indeed? The continuing destruction in 
Northern Ireland should send a clear message to 
all parties that peace is in the best interests of 
people from both the North and South, and in 
Great Britain, and that any glimmer of hope for a 
negouated settlement must be relentlessly pur- 
sued. 

“The Irish government has repeatedly said that 
they are prepared to take risks to secure peace. In 
a recent meeting in Washington, Foreign Minister 
Dick Spring told me that the democratic way for- 
ward should be founded on principles that are 
bold, progressive, and generous. He assured me 
that the Irish government is ready to engage ge- 
nuinely and sincerely, through negotiation and 
dialogue, to secure lasting peace. 

“A critical component to this process, Spring 
said, is an immediate end to the bloodshed. Ina 
speech later that evening, he clearly 
demonstrated his convictions by suggesting that 
‘violence must no longer have any place in resolv- 
ing differences between those living on the island 
of Ireland, no matter how deep and intractable 
these differences may be,’ and that both tradi- 
tions must ‘commit themselves to the task of per- 
suasion rather than terrorism.’

“As we look to Dublin this weekend, | think the 
American message should be clear and une- 
quivocal - that the peace process should not be 
allowed to fail, and that the forces of history that 
have bedeviled this tiny island cannot be ignored. 
The British should understand that our collective 
interest will not cease and our concerns will not 
ease until there is a fair, balanced, and lasting 
solution to the continuing tragedy of Northern 
Ireland. 


“We understand the pain and suffering that has 
existed in the six counties of the North for the 
past 300 years. We also know that great events in 
history occur when political leaders seize the 
mood of the moment and boldly take the initiative. 

“In Ireland, that moment may well be now, for 
the torment that they have endured in a 
geographic area comparable in size to the state of 
Connecticut simply defies modern civilization. 


“We in the United States,” said Neal, ‘strongly 
encourage Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Major to take ad- 
vantage of the historic opportunity that is now 
before them. The Irish people have made it clear 
that they have no interest in forced unity. What 
they do demand is a new and united Ireland; one 
that recognizes the rights of both traditions, 
deplores all forms of discrimination, and finally 
embraces the reality of peace.”’

Medicaid Fraud Unit 
Holds Traning Prog. 
At Heritage Hall 


Attorney General Scott Harshbarger’s Medicaid 
Fraud Control Unit (MFCU) conducted an in-house 
training program at Heritage Hall Nursing Home, 
61 Cooper Street, Agawam, on Monday, December 
6th. The seminar was part of the Attorney 
General’s statewide comprehensive plan to com- 
bat the abuse, mistreatment, and neglect of pa- 
tients who reside in the state’s long-term care 
facilities. 

“In addition to presecuting allegations of 
abuse, this office is committed to taking other ap- 
propriate steps to halt elder abuse in nursing 
homes,” said Harshbarger. “Educating the in- 
dividuals who are entrusted with the direct care of 
our elder citizens is the first step towards preven- 
tion of mistreatment. Caregivers must be made 
aware of actions that constitute patient abuse 
and the importance of promptly reporting in- 
cidents of abuse.” 

Heritage Hall Nursing Home requested that 
Harshbarger’s MFCU conduct the training pro- 
gram for its staff. In November, the Attorney 
General’s office co-sponsored an abuse preven- 
tion seminar, along with the Massachusetts 
Federation of Nursing Homes, the Department of 
Public Health, the Executive Office of Elder Af- 
fairs, and the Massachusetts Long-Term Care 
Foundation. 

Assistant Attorneys General Mary McLaughlin 
and Joyce Meiklejohn, of the Medicaid Fraud Con- 
trol Unit, conducted the training at Heritage Hall. 

“The majority of nursing homes deliver quality 
care to their residents,’ said WHarshbarger. 
“However, we will not tolerate the small percen- 
tage of employees who do abuse older 
Americans, and those responsible will be pro-

A young child can decorate a small tree using 
candy canes, sturdy ornaments, paper-chain or 
popcorn garland, and decorations the child 
makes from colored paper, gift wrap, etc.

How Long Your Mortgage 
Runs Determines 
How Much You Pay 


_ The first thing most of us think about when the 
time comes to take out a mortgage on a new 
home is the interest rate. 

That’s both perfectly natural and sensible. The 
rate of interest we pay can make an immense dif- 
ference—a _ difference amounting to tens of 
thousands of dollars—in what the actual cost of 
our house ultimately turns out to be. 

Still, interest rates are far from the only thing 
worth thinking about where mortgages are con- 
cerned. Other important variables need to be con- 
sidered, too. One is the question of whether to 
take a fixed interest rate or choose from among 
the many kinds of variable rate mortgages that 
have been created over the years to meet the dif- 
fering needs of different buyers. 

Another—and very important one—is the rather 
basic question of how /ong you want the mortgage 
to run. Even with fixed-rate mortgages, a broad 
spectrum of time spans is commonly available. In 
most cases, the extremes are 15 years on the 
short side, 30 years on the long. 

Some years ago, when a famous scientist was 
asked to name the’ most powerful. force in the 
universe, he answered, “The power of compound 
interest.” This reply suggests that he was 
knowledgeable not only about the laws of nature, 
but the principles of finance—about what hap- 
pens to even a modest sum of money when it con- 
tinues to accumulate interest year after year after 
year. 

. Even at a modest rate of interest, money in a 
savings account can double in 15 years or less. 
The amount actually paid for a house with a 
$100,000 mortgage can turn out to be several hun- 
dred thousand dollars if the mortgage runs for 30 
years. 

When you opt for a mortgage of only 15 to 20 
years, on the other hand, you chop off much of the 
growth in your total obligation. But to do that 
without reducing the initial size of your mortgage, 
you have to make a bigger payment each month. 

As in most of life’s major decisions, the stakes 
are high and the trade-offs require careful con- 
sideration. Above all, they require a careful ex- 
amination of your resources, your aspirations, 
and your personal Priorities. 


Someone who’s willing to make near-term 
lifestyle sacrifices for the sake of long-term gains 
probably will prefer a shorter mortgage. If your 
motto is “eat, drink, and be merry,” on the other 
hand, the idea of squeezing extra money out of 
your budget for the sake of a bigger house pay- 
ment won’t have much appeal. 

If you’re attracted by a shorter, faster mortgage 
and think you might be able to handle one, ask 
your real estate agent to show you just how much 
long-term savings such an approach can make 
possible. Chances are you'll be astonished by the 
size of the number. 

Remember, though, that a 15-year or 20-year 
mortgage, by increasing your monthly obligation 
now and for years to come, can sharply reduce 
your flexibility. 

One good approach is to take a 30-year mor- 
tgage but try to discipline yourself to make one 
extra monthly payment each year. If you can stick 
to such a regimen, ultimately it will yield the 
benefits of a 15-year mortgage. Meanwhile, you’ll 
be less strapped if changing circumstances 
reduce your ability to make larger monthly 
payments. ; 

What’s really important is making yourself 
aware of how many different options you have and 
gathering detailed information about the ones 
that interest you most. A good real estate agent 
can be your key to all the information you could 
possibly need. 4

Art And Collectibles—Can 
They Fund Your Retirement? 


Owners of paintings and sculptures occa- 
sionally reap enormous profits. You might be 
tempted to venture into the world of art or collec- 
tibles after hearing about one of the million-dollar- 
plus sales. Keep in mind, though, that in- 
vestments in art and collectibles carry many 
disadvantages. 


e No ready market exists. If you need cashin a 
hurry for, perhaps, medical needs, you can’t count 
on finding a buyer on short notice. Paintings, 
Oriental rugs, and special edition merchandise 
don’t necessarily have mass appeal. You can’t 
simply call up a gallery owner or auction house 
and finalize a sale. 

e Dealer mark-ups are hefty, usually around 30 
to 40 percent. Your piece of artwork or baseball 
card collection has to appreciate a lot—which 
takes time—before you can figure to make a profit 
on selling it. 

e Appraisal is tricky. Determining the value of a 
Frank Lloyd Wright lamp or a sculpture is an art in 
itself, and may be subjective. It’s likely that three 
experts will give you three different values. 
Novices can end up paying too much for an object 
and never hope to realize a profit or, worse yet, get 
stuck with something that’s counterfeit. 

e Artwork and collectibles don’t pay interest or 
dividends. Although good quality artwork and col- 
lectible items may appreciate in value, there is no 
way to earn money from them unless you sell 


them.

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privilege of settling a minister which was granted. 

In 1800, Agawam was divided by an act of the 
legislature creating a new Agawam Parish (the in- 
ward commons) and Feeding Hills (the outward 
commons), nearly the whole Parish above the 
meadows being occupied by Springfield in- 
habitants as pasture land, hence, the name 
Feeding Hills. 

In 1801, E. Porter established a peppermint 
distillery on what is now Main Street near River 
Road. Later, potato whiskey was made there 
followed by cider, brandy, rye gin. The latter, 
under the name of Agawam Gin, became a na- 
tionally Known product. 

The sections of the town that were later to 
become the Town of Agawam contained 3,246 in- 
habitants in 1826. 


On May 17th, 1855, the Legislature passed an 
act creating Agawam as a town by itself. 

In the earlier days of the Town, four selectmen 
were elected by Town Meeting vote to hold office 
for two years at a time so there would be two ex- 
perienced men on the Board at all times. 

The early Selectmen served also as road 
superintendents, assessors, and overseers of the 
poor. The town clerk and treasurer in those days 
kept all the town records in his home as no Town 
Hall was available. The tax collector received a 
percentage of the taxes collected as his pay and 
his office was in his home also. 


For many years, any citizen could attend and 
vote at Town Meetings, but this became so 
cumbersome that, in 1955, the Representative 
form of Town Meeting was adopted and 30 
members from each of six precincts were elected 
and only these 180 people could vote at Town 
Meetings. 

Even though the town was incorporated in 1855, 
the first assessor's valuation list which could be 
found was dated May 1st, 1861. 


The first entry in the book was for a Richard 
Kellogg, who was assessed for one dwelling 
house, one barn, one horse, two colts, two oxen, 
seven cows, two yearlings, and two swine. It also 
shows 80 acres of land. The value of the building 
was $1,000 and the value of the land was $2,313. 

Another entry of note was Harvey H. Porter, 
distiller - maker of “‘Agawam Gin.” The total value 
of Porter’s real estate was $10,450, on which he 
paid a tax of $62.70. His personal property tax 
amounted to $65.10. The tax rate was $6 per thou- 
sand. 

The total value of the Town of Agawam was 
$712,058, which brought in a tax of $4,917.

| Hanukkah 


Many centuries ago, there was a Syrian king, 
Antiochus IV, who issued a decree to his subjects 
that demanded abandonment of all speech and 
customs that were not Greek. The king’s decree, 
although it affected all cultural practices other 
than Greek, specifically forbade all Jewish rituals 
—with the punishment of death to those who con- 
tinued to observe them. 

In a village within the kingdom lived a Jewish 
priest named Mattathias and his five sons. 
Outraged at the king’s tyranny, they initiated a 
revolt. Shortly thereafter, Mattathias died and the 
third of his sons, Judah, became the leader of the 
uprising. 

EASY WINE-MARINATED BRISKET 

(Serves 8) 

3 to 3% pound brisket or rib roast 

4 medium onion, thinly sliced 

Marinade: 

1 cup dry red or white wine 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 

1 small onion, grated 

1 celery stalk, thinly sliced 

2 cloves of garlic, finely minced 

In a glass baking dish or casserole large 
enough to hold the flat brisket, mix together all 
the marinade ingredients. Add the brisket and 
turn it over in the marinade so it is completely 
coated. Let the meat marinate for several hours, 
covered, in the refrigerator, turning it occasional- 
ly. A frozen, trimmed brisket can be allowed to 
thaw at room temperature right in the marinade. 

Transfer the brisket to a roasting pan or large 

- overproof skillet. Scatter the sliced onion around 
it. Pour about half of the marinade over the brisket 
and reserve the remainder. Cover the pan tightly 
with aluminum foil or a lid. Roast the brisket in a 
preheated 325F oven, basting it occasionally with 
the pan juices, for 2% to 3 hours, or until it is very 
tender. The meat should produce plenty of juice; 
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however, if it seems dry, add more marinade as 
needed. : 

When the meat is cooked, remove it from the 
oven and let it cool for a few minutes. Thinly slice 
it against the grain and transfer it to a serving 
dish. Skim any fat from the pan juices and pour 
juices over the brisket.

Known as Maccabee, which means hammer, 
Judah was a brilliant strategist whose per 
sistence and courage brought victory to the Jews. 
Three years after the king’s decree, on the 25th 
day of the Hebrew month of Kislev, they re- 
dedicated the Holy Temple of Jerusalem. — 

This is the story of Hanukkah, which is the 
Hebrew word for ‘‘dedication.” 

According to tradition, at the time of re- 
dedication of the Temple there was only enough 
oil to light the candelabrum (called a Menorah) for 
one day. Even so, the Menorah burned for eight 
days and nights until a purified oil could be found. 

POTATO LATKES 
(Serves 8 To 10) 
10 medium potatoes 
2 medium onions 
2 large or 3 medium eggs 
% cup unbleached alkpurpose flour, bread- 
crumbs, or matzoh mea 

Peel the potatoes if the skin is coarse; other- 
wise, just clean them well. Keep them in cold 
water until ready to prepare the latkes. 

Starting with the onions, alternately grate some 
of the onions on the large holes of the grater and 
some of the potatoes on the smaller holes. This 
will keep the potato mixture from blackening. 
Press out as much liquid as possible and reserve 
the starchy sediment at the bottom of the bowl. 
Return the sediment to the mixture. 

Blend the potato mixture with the eggs, flour, 
salt, and white pepper. 

Heat 1 inch of oil in a frying pan. Drop about 1 
tablespoon of mixture for each latke into the 
skillet and fry, turning once. When golden and 
crisp on each side, drain on paper towels. Serve 
with yogurt, sour cream, Sugar, OF applesauce.

Dough: 


Ye pound unsalted butter, softened 
8 ounces cream cheese, softened 
2 cups all-purpose fiour 

Raisin Nut Filling: 

Ye cup sugar 

Ye cup seedless raisins 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 cup finely chopped nuts 

% cup sugar (for topping) 
Strawberry Jam Filling: 

1 cup ground almonds 

1 cup strawberry jam 

Y% cup sugar (for topping) 

In a mixing bowl or food processor, cream the 
butter and cream cheese together. Beat in the 
flour, little by little. Knead the dough lightly until 
all the flour is incorporated. Refrigerate at least 
one hour. . - 

Divide the dough into 3 or 4 portions, depending 
on the size you want the rugelach to be. Prepare 
one of the fillings by combining the ingredients 
(oxen the % cup sugar for the topping) and set 
aside. 

Preheat oven to 350F. Roll out one of the por 
tions of dough in a circle about 1/16” thick. With a 
knife or pastry wheel, cut the pastry into 16 pie- 
shaped wedges. If the dough is sticky, dust witha 
little flour. 4 

Sprinkle or spread the filling of your choice on 
each wedge. Beginning at the wide edge, roll the 
dough up toward the point. Place on ungreased 
cookie sheet and carefully sprinkle with a tiny bit 
of the reserved sugar. Repeat with the rest of the 
dough and filling. Bake for 20-25 minutes, or until 
golden, brushing with melted butter after 15 
minutes, if desired.

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Congressman Neal Tells AHS Students 
Kennedy Inspired His Political Ideals 


Students in John Ferranti’s government class 
at Agawam High School recently had an oppor- 
tunity to meet Agawam’s representative to the 
103rd Congress. 

As a guest lecturer, U.S. Representative 
Richard Neal (D-Springfield) presented a mini- 
lesson in the structure and function of the U.S. 
House of Representatives. He then gave students 
‘a chance to participate in a question and answer 
session. 

Noting that Ferranti is one of the few govern- 
ment teachers in the Second Congressional 
District who asks the Congressman to visit a 
government class, Neal said he was pleased to 
have the opportunity to meet the students, face to 
face, in an effort to dispel some of the cynicism 
young people feel regarding the political system. 

“Washington has taken a lot of bashing in the 
last few years, some deserved and some not,” 
Neal observed. “It is fashionable to bash politi- 
cians these days.” 

inspired By Kennedy Administration 

A teenager during the years of the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, Neal remembers “an excitement, an 
exuberance in the land, and a respect for govern- 
ment” inspired by the slain president. By visiting 
schools and meeting with the students, Neal 
hopes to instill that same sense of idealism and 
Cacaton to public service in today’s young peo- 
ple. 

A former government and history teacher, Neal 
said his education background helped prepare 
him for a career in politics. “If you’re a teacher, 
you have to learn to stand on your feet and defend 
yourself in a classroom setting. You take ques- 
tions and respond to them.” 

Calling the House of Representatives ‘the 
grandest deliberation institution in the history of 
the world,” Neal said he reminds himself each 
day of the honor of serving in the Congress in the 
same capacity as James Madison, Abraham Lin- 
coin, and John F. Kennedy. 

Neal told students he considers himself lucky 
to be one of the 36 members of ‘“‘the oldest and 
most prestigious committees in the House,’ the 
Ways and Means Committee. With the respon- 
sibility of dealing with all issues related to raising 
federal funds, the committee has considerable in- 
fluence on taxes, social security, medicare, and 
medicaid, and trade.

Giving the first two months of the Clinton Ad- 
ministration a negative rating, Neal said the Presi- 
dent’s performance has been successful over the 
last eight months. “He’s doing better than he’s 
generally given credit for.” 

According to Neal, President Clinton is ‘tough 
as nails” and commands an impressive grasp of 
any issue under discussion. “You get the feeling 
he’s prepared his whole life to be president.” 

In response to the students’ questions, Neal 
touched on topics ranging from education issues 
to the North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA). 

Taxes Are The Price Of Civilization 

Noting that an anti-tax feeling runs through all 
of American history, Neal told students, “Taxes 
are the price of civilization. We pay our taxes to 
live in a civilized community.” 

Although he voted against the Clinton Ad- 
ministration on NAFTA, Neal said he didn’t buy 
“that Ross Perot baloney about a giant sucking 
sound” as jobs moved south of the border to Mex- 
ico. 

Neal predicted that the effects of NAFTA will 
not be felt for at least 10 years and the effects ‘|! 
be neither as good as its proponents said, nor as 
bad as its opponents feared. 

Neal explained that because he felt NAFTA 
would have an adverse effect on his congres- 
sional district, he did not come under heavy 
pressure from the White House on the vote. 

Neal agreed with students that the federal 
government should be spending more on educa- 
tion and predicted an Education Reform Bill on 
the federal level within the next few years. 

Noting the tremendous 13 percent growth rate 
of the Chinese economy as contrasted with a four 
to six percent growth rate of the American 
economy, Neal said Americans will be competing 
with the Chinese in the global economy. 

Considering the endless emphasis on math and 
science in the Chinese education system, Neal 
told students, ‘“‘You’re going to have more re- 
quirements if you want to compete with them.” 

On health care, Neal said a series of incremen- 
tal steps on the federal level will be needed to pro- 
vide basic care for all Americans, but it was im- 
portant not to lose sight of the necessity of 
preserving the role of the private sector in health 
care delivery. “In Massachusetts, we have the

best hospitals in the world. We don’t want to 
sacrifice that quality.” ‘ 

Neal predicted that the Clinton Administration 
will propose a welfare reform package next year 
and he will support the effort, saying, “Welfare 
was never meant to be a Career.” 

Temporary Help 

Welfare programs were intended to be a tem- 
porary help for people going through a difficult 
period, he said. Neal endorsed the work-fare ethic, 
noting, “There is nothing wrong with requiring 
people to go to work. If there is work, they should 
take it.” 

Neal assured the students he has no plans to 
run for the office of governor and is content to re- 
main within the congressional system. 

Neal told students the House of Represen- 
tatives is made up of all kinds of people. Just as 
constitutional framers Thomas Jefferson and 


James Madison intended, the House stands as 
the voice of the common man and woman. 
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TV-22’s Meteorologist 
Helps Granger Students 
Understand Weather

TV-22 meteorologist Evan Rubin told a group of 
fourth graders at Granger School, “My job is to 
make sure you’re not caught by surprise by the 
weather.” 

Rubin’s visit was the culmination of a month- 
long study of weather by the fourth grade 
students of Susan Murphy and Fred Montesi. 

Rubin said that while anyone could recite the 
weather forecast on television, a meteorologist 
has gone to school to study the science behind 
predicting the weather. Despite a broad 
background in the science of meteorology, 
today’s forecasters rely on computers to analyze 
weather data and make the predictions broadcast 
on the news, he said. 

Emphasizing the importance of accurate 
weather information as a matter of public safety, 
Rubin said, “Weather is one of nature’s biggest 
killers. Weather kills people. People rely on 
weather forecasting to prepare for approaching 
storms.” 

Tornadoes Most Dangerous Storms 

According to Rubin, tornadoes are the most 
dangerous of storms because of the speed at 
which they develop. “You can’t outrun a tornado 
traveling at 250 to 300 miles per hour,” Rubin 
stated. 

In the event that a tornado is predicted, people 
should go into the basement of a building 
because they will be safer below ground level. 
Rubin told the students that if there were no base- 
ment, they should go into the smallest room in the 
house, such as a closet or a bathroom. ‘Small 
rooms usually have less that can fall on you,” 
Rubin said. 

“| hope you’ll remember this all your lives,” 

- Rubin warned. ‘‘Someday you may need this infor- 
mation to save your life.” 

Under the direction of student teacher Susan 
Smith, the students in Mrs. Murphy’s class con- 
structed rain gauges to measure each day’s 
precipitation. “Each day, one student gives the 
daily forecast to predict what the weather will be 
and they report on the barometric pressure and 
rainfall for the day,” Mrs. Murphy noted.

‘Update On Career 
Center Status 


(As part of the guidance program at the high 
school, steps are being taken to include a career 
resource center and to seek community support 
as a resource in a career awareness program. Mr. 
Cohen has been researching possibilities for br- 
inging this to fruition. The following is a report he 
submitted to me regarding the progress our 
department is making in this important area.) 

Choosing a career or occupation requires 
careful consideration. You need as much informa- 
tion as possible about the kinds of jobs there are. 
You also need to determine your interests and 
abilities to help you decide the kinds of jobs and 
working conditions or education that is right for 
you. 

As the Career Center develops and unfolds into 
a working and operational center for the students, 
much work must still be done-in obtaining fur- 
niture, books, computers, and other materials 
needed. 

To date, some furniture has been obtained; 
limited materials have been purchased; the 
technology classes have been contacted to make 
shelves and bookcases; and art students have 
agreed to paint the walls with the words “Career 
Center.’’ Department heads have offered 
materials they have for the program, along with 
their input and support. 

Numerous people have been contacted about 
speaking to students on careers, and a list is be- 
ing kept up-to-date. Some of these people include 
Philip Lesser of Porter and Chester Institute; Bart 
O’Gonnor of Allstate Institute of Technology; 
John J. Teahan, school attorney; and Brenda Mar- 
sian of Heritage Hall Nursing Home. 

A work study program with Heritage Hall is be- 
ing discussed where the focus would be on‘health 
professions (within a nursing home) giving hands- 
on experience. Certain areas of focus would be 
physica! therapy, social work, recreational/oc- 
cupationa!l therapy, management aspects, nurs- 
ing, rehab aide, dietary, and medical records. 

The ideal would be to start a new half-year 
course where students would study for one term 
and do hands-on training the second term in con- 
junction with Heritage Hall staff. A summer in- 
ternship program is also being discussed. 

A bulletin board will be developed where 
students can, at a glance, look at and read about 
various Careers. This would change bi-weekly. 


Having visited Minnechaug Regional High 
School’s Career Center (where many good ideas 
were developed), we plan to include future visits 
to West Springfield and Springfield Technical 
Community College Career Centers. 

The largest undertaking has been the testing of 
the ninth graders through Hilary Weisgerber of 
the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Col- 
laborative. The testing will provide a comprehen- 
sive vocational/technicalfacademic assessment 
to determine vocational interests, abilities, and 
aptitudes. 

During the assessment, students are tested in 
small groups with a variety of techniques, in- 
cluding interest surveys, hands-on job samples, 
educational assessments, etc. A mass mailing 
was sent to all freshmen students at the beginn- 
ing of November, with a reply of about 70 students 
(23%). This testing should take about two weeks 
and is planned for December 6th through 
December 17th, 1993. 

On December 3rd, 1993, an invitation to visit 
McDonald’s on Suffield Street as part of their Na- 
tional McEducator’s Day was honored. The pur- 
pose of the day was to communicate the benefits

According to Mrs. Kida, ‘The success of the

At lunchtime, there is considerable interest in 
the charts as the students keep careful track of 
who is ahead.

Naurison Scholarships

Most counselors agree that an active fantasy 
life is a significant and essential part of a child’s 
development. 

Between the ages of three and four, most 
children can’t distinguish clearly between fantasy 
and reality. They thrive on make-believe and many 
times they actually believe the tales they tell. 

Usually, around the age of five or six, children 
begin to discern what is real; they start asking 
questions about Santa Claus and the Easter Bun- 


ny. 
vuganta Claus makes Christmas more fun and 
interesting for children,” said Dr. Friedman.

Still going and going and going and going... 

It’s a place where only the tough go to roam. It’s 
a room where a bunch of high school athletes go 
to sweat for hours at a time. It’s as tough a two- 
and-a-half hours that you’ll ever find. And these 
kids can’t wait to get there every day. 


It is the Agawam High School wrestling room, 
under the guise of veteran coach Phil Tomkiel. 
Now entering his 20th season as head coach of 
the Brownies, Tomkiel is looking for his troops to 
pick off their eighth straight Western Massachu- 
Setts title. Imagine that—seven different senior 
classes have graduated and taken all the ‘‘stars” 
with them, but Tomkiel and company simply 
reload and do it again. Year in and year out. 


It’s amazing stuff, really. Here’s how it works. 
Somewhere in the neighborhood of 50 to 70 kids 
come to that vaunted room right after Thanksgiv- 
Ing every year. They roll and roll and roll on the 
mats. They learn one thing and then another. They 
practice it once; they practice it a thousand times. 
Pretty soon, somebody yells out the name of the 
wrestling maneuver and it is quickly (and properly) 
performed by the wrestler wearing the orange col- 
ors. 


Tomkiel starts handicapping all the big dual 
meets and the tournaments as soon as he learns 
about them. He can predict a score of a meet that 
will occur in three weeks and, more often than 
not, he’s right on target. 

That might be the secret to the success of 
Agawam High wrestling. The coaching staff 
knows what to expect from each wrestler, and 
they know exactly how well the kid is coming 
along. When they feel that more pieces can be ad- 
ded to the puzzle, that wrestler becomes better— 
immediately. 


“The kids know the price that they must pay to 
be outstanding in this sport. We talk to them 
before every practice and tell them what it is that 
is expected of them. Communication is a big part 
of this business,”’ Tomkiel noted. “This room is 
great for getting rid of any complacency that 
might creep in from time to time. All you have to 
do is watch what is going on, and you realize how 
far we have to go to get to the goals that we set for 
Ourselves.” 


Goals Are Set So High 

The unfortunate part of the Agawam program is 
the fact that the goals are set so high. Each 
season Starts with an eye towards the State Tour- 
nament and another championship of the Bay 
State. Agawam won the whole deal back in 1987 
when current assistant coach Tom Cascio won an 
individual state championship, as well as ‘lock- 
ing” the team championship for the Brownies 
simulaneously. 


Since that time, the Brownies have been invited 
to the dance every time, and they’ve been cruelly 
denied the title by some of the most uncomfor- 
table margins possible. They have finished se- 
cond (twice) and third (twice) in the past four 
years. They have had three championships firmly 
in their grasp before watching them float away in 
a sea of depression late in the proceedings. 

It has taken its toll on everyone associated with 
the team, and it gets to a point where Tomkiel and 
his team would just love to win it again if only to 
exorcise the demons of the past few years. 


Last season, Agawam had the lead at the State 
Tournament after the first day, but watched as 
Billerica High and Lowell High breezed past them 
On the tourney’s second day. “We finished third 
last year and those top two teams had room to 
Spare,” said Tomkiel. ‘‘They really had 13 power- 
ful wrestlers from top to bottom. But, since last 
year wasn’t so close, it didn’t hurt us as badly as 
some of the things that happened in previous 
years.”

There is never a lot of ink on the notebook 
pages when you get done speaking with Lou Con- 
te. The Agawam High girls’ basketball coach is as 
courteous and polite as a man can be, but is he 
ever intense. 

He never stops coaching. His eyes never stop 
moving. His mouth never stops motoring. 
Satisfied? Never. Happy? Seldom. Winner? 
Always. 

Now in his eighth season at the helm of the 
girls’ ship, Conte sports a marvelous record of 
125-34, and he constantly has his team in the thick 
of the Valley Wheel and Western Massachusetts 
championship pictures. 

He has lost his point guard, his shooting guard, 
and his scoring machine to graduation, but Lou 
Conte and Agawam return with a fair amount of 
talent and not too many area teams feeling sorry 
for them. 

Conte has long been a proponent of an ab- 
solute team concept and has never allowed the 
spotlight to focus on just one player. He devises 
scheme after scheme to make the basketball 
touch as many hands as possible on the offensive 
end; and, it seemingly always serves to break 
down the defenses that are thrown at the 
Brownies. 

But, this year might be a little different. ‘‘Yes, 
we are going to need to get a bunch of offense 
from our senior center Cyndi Stone. We’ll work to 
get her some baskets inside, but she will also 
step outside and shoot the three-pointer for us. 
sie is capable of scoring a lot of points,” Conte 
said. 

Stone, an imposing 6’2” player, has systemati- 
cally gotten better year after year, as Conte and 
assistant coach Debbie Lickley have continually 
stayed abreast of her development. This could be 
the year that Cyndi puts it all together and 
become a true “‘prime time” player. 

There were some big losses from the team, but 
every team experiences those each year. Still, the 
cupboard is certainly not bare. 

Other Returning Players 

The Brownies return with speedy point guard 
Dina DeMarco, who spent much of last season on 
the shelf with a knee injury. “She passes 
beautifully,” says Conte (the area’s premier pass- 
ing expert). ‘‘l love the way that she can see the 
whole floor. She can be an exceptional player for 
us.” 

The Brownies also get the benefit of another 
season from their rock-steady forward, Kristin 
Schmaelizle. This kid is truly a special player. The 
package includes solid rebounding skills; a high- 
percentage set shot from either corner; an ability 
to keep the ball alive on the offensive glass; a 
“lights out” free throw shooter; and a super at- 


titude that is out of this world. Just entering her

The AHS wrestling program still boasts an 
unbelievable amount of alumal that return year 
after year to practice with the team.

There’s little 
question about it. We’re pushing them hard 
because | think that they need it. Once we get this 
crew going in the right direction, we are going to 
go on one heckuva run. It could be a two-year run, 
but first we need to collectively gather some con- 
fidence and some faith in one another. 

“My history has been that the kids don’t always 
step up as juniors, but | would like to see this 
group Stop that trend. | Know that they are capable 
of doing it,’”’ Martin said. 

The 1993-1994 Team 

This year’s headliner will likely be 6’9” center 
Youriy Zdrak, who has turned more than a few 
heads on campus. His size and his surname cer- 
tainly set him apart early on, But, he looks to be 
blending in nicely. Martin cautions the Agawam 
fans not to expect tremendous things right away. 

“He has a long way to go before he is where we 
would like to get him. He is very big and strong, 
but we need to get him moving his feet and reac- 
ting better defensively. Some days, the project 
seems tougher than others and then the next 
thing you know, he is doing something that shows 
us how special he can become. We’|l take it a step 
at a time.” 

Knodler was part of a talented backcourt last 
season, and Martin contends that Mike will need 
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to be an aggressive leader as a senior. The left- 
hander plays quite smoothly out top and shows 
no fear of moving through the trees to break down 
the defense. He is also a tough-as-nails defender 
who can stay in the shirt of anybody around. 

Ingham had some excellent games as a scorer 
last season and showed that he can put points on 
the board in bunches when he is in a flow. He is 
another wide body capable of doing some big 
things on both ends. And he should also display 
the type of senior leadership that is necessary to 
bring along the younger players. 

Nate Wooley, a junior, steps back into the pic- 
ture; and, if this kid ever settles down and plays to 
his ability level consistently, he’ll add a dimen- 
sion which is difficult for other teams to defend. 
His very fast feet and his reckless style of play 
can force other backcourts to play at a frenzied 
pace and interrupt any rhythm that they may have 
worked hard to develop. 

Joe Dilizia and Justin David are two juniors who 
missed all of last season and, consequently, a 
year of development. (Dilizia was injured, and 
David was ineligible.) Both kids have size in their 
favor, and Martin looks for a significant contribu- 
tion from each once they shake the rust from a 
year of inactivity. 

Ryan Henderson, Derek Poole, and Todd 
Boskiewicz are also players that can certainly get 
themselves involved in the mix as the team begins 
to blend together in the early stages. 

“The schedule is always difficult in the early 
going, and we’ll have to work hard to get past 
those early games. Northampton is good and at 
least we get them at home (the opener, Cliff 
Kibbe Gym, is on Friday, December 17th). Our trip 
to South Hadley is always tough (game two, 
December 23rd).” f 

The days of the open tournament are behind 
them, and Agawam will have to win 59 percent of 
its ballgames or come in first or second in the 
Valley League. 

“We have had excellent success in our league 
for the past two or three years,” said Martin. ‘‘But, 
this year might be a little different. We won 
because we had talented junior and seniors for 
the past two years. Now, some of those teams are 
going to come at us with their seniors this year, 
and we might get paid back a little. Comp is going 
to be real good, and | expect Wes*field and Long- 
meadow to be ready, too. 

So, as Martin readies another group for another 
year of action, he knows as well as anybody 
around what needs to happen for his troops to 
have success: ‘‘We have to play together and 
hang together. We'll be ready to play when the 
bell rings. How well we play, we'll just have to 
wait and see...”

Approximately 35 people gathered at the Island 
Pond check point prepared with media kits, signs, 
and anticipation of a confrontation between them 
and the anti’s.

They 
evidently didn’t want to share television time with 
the hunters in support of the Moose Season and 
listen to common sense arguments why the hunt 
was being held. 

In the September 13th USA Today readers’ poll, 
“Voices Across America,” those Americans poll- 
ed voiced disdain of animal rights terrorism. They 
feel that the animal rights activists have gone too 


are: 

Legislation proposed in the House of Represen- 
tatives and the U.S. Senate could remove more 
than $61 million from wildlife restoration and 
hunter education funds to states, according to the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The bills, S. 868 and H.R. 2276, would increase 
the excise tax to 25 percent on handguns and 
other firearms. The current tax is 11 percent for all 
firearms, which was created in 1937 by sportsmen 
to aid all states in game management and to sup- 
port wildlife restoration. 

The proposed bill wants to create a health care 
trust fund for gunshot victims. Under the same 
thought, why not a 50 percent tax on the revenues 
from motion pictures and television shows that 
show violence, killing by guns and children killing 
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other children. 

Their movies are being copy-catted in real life in 
the cities all over the country. Why should the 
legal gun owner, under the Constitution, be singl- 
ed out to take their dedicated funds away from the 
projects they were intended for because a 
criminal uses a gun to commit a crime? 

Here, again, is a case of ducking by the Con- 
gress and the President in taking the “bull by the 
horns” and doing something constructive about 
the crime wave in the USA. 

Instead, they want to dump the job on the 
honest citizen, use his dedicated funds that were 
established for a good, honest endeavor to save 
the wild animals of the country by establishing 
management plans that have proved io be right. 
Proof: the deer, elk, turkey, and many other 
animals that inhabit our woodlands and farm 
lands in practically every state in the union. 

Every fisherman, hunter, and sportsman should 
contact their members in Congress to vote 
against this theft of our dedicated funds and to 
vote against the 25 percent tax increase on the 
Pittman-Robertson Act. 

_Many sportsmen and sportswomen fear the 
higher tax could discourage purchases of 
firearms and ammunition. This could reduce the 
amount of revenue available to states for wildlife 
restoration and hunter education under the 
Pittman-Robertson Act.

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Bay West Blazers Red-Hot At Tournament 


The Bay West Blazers matched the warm 
weekend temperatures by playing some red-hot 
hockey over the weekend of November 13th-14th 
to capture the Squirt “A” championship of the 
Ashland/Holliston Invitational Tournament. 

The tourney pitted Bay West against Eastern 
Mass. teams, traditionally stronger than those 
from our part of the state.
